Throughout th« scripts Sori«t CaoBnud.no is identified with tbs Russian 
people. The US)R is referred to as "Bolshevik Russia", (p.l). Soviet 
CoBsmmism is called "Rugaian-Cosmunlst Fascism", (p.7)» la the view of 
the script writers Russians and only Russians are responsible for the 
maintenance of the Soviet system—, e.g., "Russian Communists murder the 
soul of the Ukrainian people and destroy their life", (p.9). The Coammist 
hierarchy is called Russian tyrants", (p.13). It ie implied throughout 
that Russians are end must he imperialist a. On nage 1$, for eacaople, there 
is a reference to Finnish "Russians Red or WhlteiV On page 11 is a reference 
to "White and Red tsars of E&>seow£9 




There are several items in the script which raise the question of the 
ldsalelogieel orientation of the script writers. On pages 6 and 7, so 
find a paragraph stating that too French revolut ion ^Inaugurated an era of 
capitalist exploitation la Europe. This la how ^ewriters^refeir^to too 
period in which absolutism was destroyed in Western Europe and was succeeded 
by constitutional democracy* ha writes that "It took 100 years to overwhelm 
this beast of prey, by toe peoples of Europe who united in labor unions 
and secured the 8 hour work day and just wages.* 1 On page 8 we find another 
gratutltoua slap at "Capital is®" in tot phrase "The Rod State Capitalistic 
Fascism of toe Communists." One of the writers speaks lovingly of the 
destruction of the reign of "Capitalists" in too 1917 revolution.

It has been the policy of SB/PP in AECRQAK, and it is also a policy 
of Radio Liberation to include in their broadcasts' scripts emphasising 
that the Bolshevik revolution was a reactionary and not a progressive 
revolution. 





It pushed the Russians end th« other peoples o f the 033 into a new 
dark age by interrupting and negating what had been steady progress 
towards a democratic parliosentery state. This has been done in the 
interest of demonstrating to the Russians that they have free traditions 
of their own sad a history of devel opmen t toward the political real- 
isation of those traditions. The RA8TSR scripts are In conflict with 
this view. They betray an attitude toward* the tsarlet government which 
boarders on the paranoid. On page 1, for axanple tsarist Russia is 
accused of "organised depopulation of the Ukraine.* On the sane page It 
le stated that at the tine of the freeing of the serfs the go ver nment 
took from the Ukrainian peasants 1/3 *? the land which they owned. It 
is true that the government did gerrymander the peasants' holdings after 
13&2 t but it Is also true that the Russian ami Byelorussian peasants 
suffered from this practice along with their Ukraine br et h ren.
